Cotton Growing In Sierra Iieone. 
From the recent address of Sir 


Charles King Harmon, governor of the 
British colony of Sierra Leone, before 
the African section of the Manchester 
chamber of commerce it does not ap- 
pear tliat much progress has been made 
toward growing cotton on an extensive 
scale In Senegambia, which some peo- 
ple have Intimated ,might In time be a 
strong rival to our southern states in 
the • production of this great textile 
staple. 


Sir Charles said that four things 


were necessary to a satisfactory start 
in cotton growing In this section of 
Africa—namely,' seed, capital, land and 
labor. The first two, be supposed, the 
association would be willing to supply. 
He,bad already received a quantity of 
seed. 
This bad been distributed in 


various parts of the protectorate, and 
when he returned to Africa he expect- 
ed, to, learn' the result of the experi- 
ments I planting.

At present among the many alterna- 


tive* proposed, practicable and Imprac- j 
tJcable. there seem to be two that art- 
receiving chief consideration. One Is 
to deepen the present canal, with some 
unimportant modifications of the route, 
so that it may be suitable for thousand 
ton barges. The other Js to change iUe 
route by utilizing Lake'Ontario for 112 
miles and Lake Oneida for 1#£ miles, 
following the present canal only from 
Buffalo to Lockport and from Cohoes 
to Waterford. The latter plan, which 
la favored by State Engineer Bond, has 
certain unquestionable advantages. It 
Is shorter, it will require less mainte- 
nance because of the open waterway 
on the two lakes. It will do «way with 
seven locks, and it will be considerably 
cheaper to build. 
These purely me- 


chanical merits may possibly outweigh 
certain pf its disadvantages, as, for in- 
stance, the fact that the open water- 
way would require heavier and more 
expensive barges than those sufficient 
for the Inland route» The question, 
however, cannot be decided on its mer- 
its merely as a mechanical s'cheme, 
though the need of an adequate water- 
way from the great lakes to the At- 
lantic seaboard cannot be gainsaid. 


The Pacific Commercial Cable. 
It Is gratifying that the actual work 


has at last been begun In laying the 
Pacific commercial cable. The steamer 
Silver-town is now on Its way from San 
Francisco, where the east end of the 
cable was landed a few days ago, to 
Honolulu, playing out the first long 
otrctch through the depths of the ocean. 


By the new year It is promised that 


we shall be in telegraphic communica- 
tion with the first of our Insular pos- 
sessions. That will b_e but the prologue 
to communication with the Philippines, 
for which the cable Is already under- 
going construction, and with all the 
distant east by the westward route. 


The British cable has already been 


laid from Vancouver to 
Australia, 


where it connects with the eastern sys- 
tem. 
That was a government enter- 


prise at the j«itnt expense of Great Brit- 
ain. C.-nada nnd the Australian fsdera- 
tion. while the American project is the 
work of private capital and will be con- 
trolled by a corporation. But it has 
been put tinder conditions which estab- 
lish a strict regulation for the security 
of both public and private interests. 
It cannot become a monopoly except! 
by so conducting its service as not to 
invite competition, for which the way 
has been carefully kept open. More- 
over, the government may take posses- 
sion of it whenever the interests of the 
nation and its people may require it 


A late dispatch from Vienna says

Status of the Island of Patos. 
i 


In so far as the ownership and sov- 


ereignty of the island of PatoS are in- 
volved in the present Anglo-Germanic 
controversy with Venezuela it 'would 
appear that the Venezuelan contention 
Is right This Is perhaps a small mat- 
ter, but it very vitally affects the Mon- j 
roe doctrine, the maintenance of which j 
Is the essential reason for concerning 
ourselves In the affair at all. Having j 
once estopped British arrogant aggres- 
sion in Venezuela, with scant thanks 
therefor, from the Venezuelans, there 
was little call for us to interfere for 
the protection of that republic against 
Its creditors. 


However, if there is anything In 


this theory which we have for well 
nigh a century been calling the Monroe 
doctrine and contending for as a nation- 
al pDlicy, we must insist, whatever may 
be the outcome, upon the maintenance 
of Venezuela's territorial integrity. 


The island of Patos, or of the Ducks, 


as tte word means in Spanish, lies 
.within a. marine league of the Vene- 
zuelan part of the American continent, 
a fact which, according to international 
law, makes the islet a portion of that 
continent It is "the key of the South 
American coast," as is admitted by the 
South American Journal of London, 
which declares, of course, that this key 
must remain per fas ant nefas in Brit- 
ish hands. Patos is the most westerly 
of the group forming the Bocas, or 
Dragon's Mouth, the northern en- 
trances to the gulf of Paria. 


The British pretend that Patos be- 


longed to the island of Trinidad, but in 
the 
voluminous correspondence ex- 


changed, as says the Caracas paper 
La Restauracion Liberal, mainly since 
1SC7, 
between the English and Vene- 


zuelan governments, the latter always 
claimed that Patos had been-independ- 
ent ct Trinidad since the treaty- of 
Amiens in 1S02. From its discovery by 
Columbus, on July 31, 1490, the island 
of Trinidad remained in the possession 
of Spain u._til the year 1707, wkcn a 
British expedition 
from 
Martinique 


captured it. 
It was ceded to Great 


Britain by the treaty of Amiens on 
March 27, 1802. Article 4 of the treaty 
reads as follows: "His Catholic majesty 
of Spain cedes and assures to his Brit- 
ish majesty the island of Trinidad, in 
full proprietorship and sovereignty." 
It may be noted that the treaty men- 
tions the "island of Trinidad," and no 
island or islets beyond the island it- 
self. 
\ 


Whatever may be done in the matter 


of debt collecting, it is quite apparent 
that we cannot allow England to run 
away with the island of the Ducks, 
though an insignifl^-'iit and almost un- 
inhabited plot of sea girt American soil, 
without at least as vigorous a protest 
as that which Secretary Olney success- 
fully offered when the Britons sought 
to acquire a portion of the mainland of 
Venezuela.

Tbtt there are flocks of e&eep aa- 
tlrely eompoced of black indiridtuU 
may not be generally knctrn, says W. 
J. Clarke In Wool Markets and Sheep. 
One of the most valuable, if not the 
most valuable. Is that which tra« 
left by the late Hon. Allen of Braeside, 
Queensland. Australia. 
This Sock is 


composed entirely of Merinos and was 
established more than twenty years 
ajo by the deceased gentleman and 
numbers €25 ewes and twenty-five 
rams. It is said that there is in our 
own country a flock of black Shrop- 
shire*, but as we have no data at band 
concerning this flock we offer no com- 
ment thereon other than that of saying 
that cases where Shropshire^ produce 
blade lambs most be extremely rare, 
except it be in the case of poorly bred 
flocks, for in our experience of years 
o* handling barge nocks of this breed, 
both on their native heath and in this 
country, we have never yet bad an ewe 
bring forth a black lamb. Further- 
more, we would not care to invest in a 
ram from a nock that we knew bad 
produced one. It is said that the Im- 
mortal Bakewell kept a black ram for 
use in his work of improving the 
Leicester. We have reasons for be- 
iievtog rather than doubting this con- 
tention. In Quebec the common stock 
of the country appears to all intents 
and purposes to be of the pure I^eicester 
blood, and no doubt it is, as the founda- 
tion of that stock is said to be from .an 
early importation of that breed. The 
flocks are very uniform in type, but one 
thing which drew our attention while 
there was the large number of black 
individuals found in every flock. In 
quite a number of cases 25 per cent of 
the flock was made up of black sheep. 
In one case we noticed that no less 
than 90 per cent were black or of a 
very dark gray color. Whether or not 
they had been selected and brer, with 
a view of establishing a flock of black 
sheep we could not learn. 


The only black flock coming under 


our notice that has been bred with a 
view of establishing a pure bred flock 
of black sheep is that of Mr. John B. 
Wing, Millbrook, N. Y. While in this 
flock there are individuals that are as 
black as the ace of spades, there are 
others that are not black on the sur- 
face, but rather of a very dark gray. 
It should be mentioned, however, that 
the under color of. the fleece, is almost 
perfectly black, Mr. Wtngris to be com- 
plimented on the progress he has made 
In regard to the establishment of his 
flock, and there Is but little doubt that 
he will in the course of a few years be 
the owner of a very valuable flock not 
only from a curio point of view, but for 
the reason that'black wool is worth con- 
siderably more than the ordinary white 
fleece. This value accrues from the 
great demand for that class of wool in 
Great Britain and certain countries of 
continental Europe, where it is used in 
the manufacture of gowns for certain 
religious orders, whicb. by their vows 
are compelled to use undyed woolen 
clothing. 


HANDLING HOPS. 


For *>nte years past spasmodic ef- 


fort* have been made to have u* be- 
!i*v« that the Russians would before 
long become active competitors with 
the United States in supplying the 
British oarket with fr<**U meat and 
live beef cattle, says Breeder's Gazette. 
Little has come of the uwm-s that were 
behind these plausible stories, hut no-.- 
there really eeemx to be souie babis for 
them. On the authority of the London 
Daily Mail it is alleged that HUKSWD 
beef is soon t* be exposed for «aie in 
the United Kingdom. Special steam- 
ers have been built, subsidies granted 
by the imperial government and all 
preparations made to begin the ship- 
ments. Libau has been selected as the 
port of embarkation, and, going via 
the Kiel canal, these fast steamers can 
land their cargoes in Liverpool and 
London in three days at the most; with 
good runs in lee?, time. At present it 
is said no attempt will be made to 
transport the cattle alive to the British 
coasts, but chilling chambers of the 
most modern and approved type have 
been built in all the new ships, and the 
hope expressed is that owing to the 
short shipment it will be possible to 
land the Russian meats In much better 
condition than, the American and in 
that way establish a market demand 
for it right at the start. American 
meat, however, has obtained a well 
grounded place In the British shops, 
and it is not likely that it will be any 
easy task to oust it.

Fattening Steers In Winter. 


If steers that are partly fattened in 


winter are to be put on the market as 
late as July, it will probably be best 
not to force them too hard while in the 
feed lots, but to get 'Stiem to pasture 
in reasonable season and allow them 
grain that might ^otherwise have been 
eaten earlier in the season, says W. A. 
Henry of Wisconsin experiment sta- 
tion. Remember that six months of 
heavy grain feeding is the limit, and 
a shorter period should be adopted if 
possible. For this reason better aim to 
feed a considerable part of the grain 
to. cattle while on grass if they are to 
reach the July market. 


Cattle In Texan. 


Now that Texas is pretty well stock- 


ed and has about all the cattle that can 
well be taken care of, tho question 
arises what disposition will or can be 
advantageously made of the increase? 
-In round numbers Texas will now pro- 
duce annually ], 300,000 calves. Under 
favorable circumstances the number 
may reach 2,000,000, according to a cal- 
culation made by Farm and Ranch, 
published at Dallas. This number of 
cattle must be disposed of every year, 
otherwise the country will become 
overstocked and great loss and disaster 
follow as a natural result. 


Foot and Month Dlaeanc. 


Tho serious possibilities of the foot 


and mouth disease have become thor- 
oughly Impressed upon the authorities 
at Washington. Said Secretary Wil- 
son, "If the plague should ever reach 
the gi'ent stock raising districts of the 
west, it would double the national 
debt."

The importance of water in fattening 


animate is not appreciated as it should 
be. There are some farmers who be- 
lieve that hogs fed some slops do not 
need any other water, but this is an 
error. No mutter how much slops may 
enter into tho feed of hogs they will 
do better and fatten faster if they have 
clean water to drink whenever they 
want It. This also applies to nil live 
stock and especially to milk eows. Lean 
and hungry Cnsalus drank very little 
water, Falstaff was a heavy drinker of 
both water and "sack," and other dry 
wines. Much water stimulates the pan- 
creatic glands, and those are the glands 
that digest fats in men and animals.

In 
that way the shortcomings of one par- 
ent are counteracted by the other. For 
my use I want a boar that is rather 
chunky and compact. lie mast be mas- 
culine in appearance, must be a good 
individual and have a good pedigree. 
For summer feed nothing is better than 
a clover pasture, adding a little grain 
in the feed ^ot once a day. 


If clover is not available. I use sweet 


com fodder as a main crop, and rye, 
oats and peas for green feed, before 
the corn Is large enough. I have never 
used rape, but I think that I will try 
it next year. For succulent feed dur- 
ing the winter I use small potatoes and 
think they are worth 8 to 10 cents per 
bushel for this purpose. 
I always 


cook them and add a little bran or 
other ground feed. In addition to po- 
tatoes I use mangels, sugar beets, tur- 
nips, carrots and cabbages that are un- 
salable, I begin with turnips, as they 
are usually available first, then follow 
with carrots and mangels, as these 
roots keep better than any of the oth- 
ers. I occaolonally give my pigs clover 
hoy during the winter. They eat It 
quite readily, and it seems to be a val- 
uable' food. 


Many people do not consider it ab- 


solutely necessary to have green feed 
for hogs during the winter, but I be- 
lieve it is very essential- I can keep 
my breeding animals more contented 
than when only dry feed is used. They 
eat a greater volume and seem to be 
satisfied as long as their stomachs are 
full. On grain alone they never seem 
to get enough, and if they do, thej get 
too fat for best results in breeding. 


For grain feed I am using peas and 


oats, one part, to rye one part, ground 
together. This mixture contains too 
much protein to make a good ration 
alone, and I usually mix it with a lit- 
tle cornmeal. When I have to buy 
feed, I choose bran, ship stuff, shorts 
and oilmeal, using my corn to balance 
the ration. For young pigs three and 
a half or four months old I use the 
shorts, as the bran is too harsh, and 
they do not seem to do well on it. If 
yon have c-cod animals, do not keep 
them too fat. They may look better, 
but fat sows never have large litters, 
nor do those that are too thin. 


The new German protein feed meets 


with increasing demand among the cat- 
tle feeders of that country. It ia made 
of dried blood, slaughter house waste 
and ground grain hulls into a com- 
pound cake that furnishes a fattening 
food for all meat making animals and 
also keeps horses most economically. 
Repeated tests have been made on. ar- 
my horses and on various farms in the 
making of meats, and in each case good 
results have been obtained. The stuff 
Is dubbed "blut kraftfutter," or blood 
strength fodder, and the formula so far 
divulged calls 'for the use of steam 
dried blood, certain kinds of meat 
scraps prepared under scientific con- 
trol, hulls of grain finely ground, husks 
of peanuts, the inner lining of the pea- 
nut shells and molasses. The mass is 
pressed into cakes. The value of flesh 
food for poultry and hogs has long been 
recognized in this country, and there 
may be some disposition to experiment 
with a mixture which German feeders 
use with satisfaction. But on account 
of the abundance of fodder, silage and 
mill byproducts in. America a compound 
Involving so much cost and labor is 
likely to prove useful only to "a very 
limited extent—American Cultivator, 


Feeding Root*, 


For cattle and sheep it is better to 


feed turnips in early winter and save 
mangels until later, as the latter are 
better keepers and are supposed by 
many to improve in feeding value as 
the season advances, says a correspond- 
ent of American Agriculturist. But for 
cows giving milk it is well to rely on 
the mangels all the time, as turnips are 
apt to flavor the milk. However, some 
claim that feeding immediately after 
the milking hoxir prevents any distaste- 
ful results. Sixty to ninety pounds of 
turnips can be profitably fed each day 
to a lurge, fattening bullock. The ma- 
jority of farmers feed all roots whole 
to mature cattle, but pulp them for 
calves and yearlings and frequently 
mix the ground roots with chaff or cut 
hay. 


The Cnnnnvn Plant For Stock. 
Reports from southern experiment 


stations and other southerly points 
where feeding on the cassava plant has 
now reached well into the experimen- 
tal stage show results In rattle and 
swine feeding that are sensational, not 
to say startling. Enough has already 
developed to show that this richly nu- 
tritious Japanese root, which flourishes 
In southern soils, is destined to revolu- 
tionise cattle and swine feeding in this 
country.

The flews of wool which Is grad- 


ed by local dealers or commission men 
are seldom opened, says Herbert M. 
Mumford iu American Cultivator. The 
sorting process' is a much closer and 
more accurate method of classifying 
wools, Befort- the wool is scoured it is 
generally sorted. The expert wool 
sorter opens the fleece and removes a 
portion of it here and there and throws 
it into separate piles or baskets. Tiic- 
number of sorts of wool hi fleeces 
varies greatly, ranging from two or 
three to five or six sorts from the same 
fleece. It has been found that fleeces 
from pure bred sheep do not, as a rule, 
have as ma:;y sorts of wool In them as 
those taken from crossbred sheep. 


Fleects uniform in quality and length 


of staple are most desirable for manu- 
facturing purposes. Consequently, if 
we wish to produce wool moat desira- 
ble for the manufacturer, we must not 
cross indiscriminately. 
We can use 


for the foundation stock of a flock 
grade or native ewes, and by system- 
atic gradisg up with some definite 
breed of sheep we can produce a more 
even' grade of wool throughout the 
fleece.

Sheep For the Ranees. 


The Hon. Robert Taylor, in an ad- 


dress before the Wyoming wool grow- 
ers, stated In substance that the best 
sheep for the range, all things consid- 
ered, was one not far away from the 
merino in its essential characteristics. 
But he favored a merino form "with 
better mutton qualities than those pos- 
sessed by the straight American me- 
rino, says the Farmer. In his opinion 
the work of crossing and grading has 
not been specific enough in the past, 
and it has not accomplished all that 
should be pxpected from it. There 
had been too little of method about it 
and too much of pure experiment. 
This accords precisely with what we 
have been advocating for some tinie— 
viz, that the time has come for intro- 
ducing a breed of sheep on the ranges 
adapted to range conditions. 
This 


breed must of course b'e evolved, aad 
from the abundant materials, now 
found on the ranges. Tears ago we 
settled down to the conviction, soon 
after first Msiting the range country, 
and It is but strengthened with the 
passing of the years. This everlasting 
crossing bacK and forth ought to stop. 
It is tiot satisfying, and it never will 
be. 


Chicago an n Sheep Market. 


Chicago is not only the best, but the 


biggest, sheep market in the'world, and 
it will be bigger, the Live Stock World 
tells us. No other point existing could 
have absorbed 00,000 sheep in a single 
day, but that is the feat credited to 
Chicago. Ten years ago the prediction 
of the October run of 1802 would have 
provoked ridicule. Any old prognosti- 
cation seems justifiable now. A sheep^ 
trader who is not addicted to the habit 
of rainbow painting declared recently 
that before many years have elapsed 
50,000 daily runs of sheep at Chicago 
will cause no comment. Chicago is in 
a sheep growing territory now begin- 
ning its development. Michigan and 
Wisconsin Avill a few years hence be 
centers of ovine production, and in 
both southern Illinois and Indiana will 
the industry become paramount. 


WormM In Sheep, 


H. P. Miller in Ohio Fanner says, 


"Lung and throat worms are not as 
common in this country as in England 
nor nearly so prevalent as stomach and 
intestinal worms." Our several years' 
experience as shepherd in both coun- 
tries has been quite the reverse of this. 
Further on in the same article the doc- 
tor says, "I want to repeat that if one 
sheep in a flock is affected nil are." 
This does not lit in with our experi- 
ence, for we have slaughtered bunches 
of lambs where some of the stomachs 
of the poorer individuals would be lit- 
erally alive with stomach worms, while 
in others of the same band jiot a trace 
of n worm could be detcctcd.—Wool 
Markets and Sheep.

First leave the 
checkrein loose, then shorten up as 
they become accustomed to the bit and 
harness. JCever use an overcheck; al- 
ways side rein. I hope there Is no one 
thoughtless enough to have hie horse 
eat hay from the ground. It is waste- 
ful, slovenly and unclean. I never saw 
a, high headed horse so made by mak 
ing him hold his head down

Whenever we hear a man talking 


about what fine stock he has and how 
little said stock eats we begin to get 
suspicious. There may be men who 
have developed and< maintain «fine 
herds or flocks with very light feed- 
ing, but we have thus far failed to dis- 
cover them. One of our friends used 
to be anxious to tell how little feed it 
took for him to winter a brood sow. 
He was a beginner then, and he was 
going to have a whole herd that would 
winter on roots and fresh air. He isn't 
talking about cheap wintering any 
more, but feeding'mill feed and corn. 
He had some experience that knocked 
the cheap wintering, nonfeeding fool- 
ishness completely out of him. He re- 
alizes now that those who have such 
good looking stock on extremely light 
rations are likely to underestimate 
some things. The man who is looking 
for good stock in order to save hauling 
out feed is going to be disappointed. 
The way good stock saves feed is not 
In eating less, but in making good use 
of what it eats, which is generally 
more than Is allowed to common crit- 
ters.—National Stockman. 


Alfalfa and CoTvpens. 


Experiments at the Tennessee exper- 


iment station show that alfalfa thrives 
much better where covrpeas have been 
turned under. That does not necessari- 
ly prove that cowpeas^ have provided 
the right alfalfa bacteria; it may only 
show that they have filled the soil 
with available plant food and the al- 
falfa is working on that, whereas if it 
had the right bacterium at its com- 
mand it could forage for itself. We 
will soon know more about these 
things. Several stations are experi- 
menting with alfalfa and will tell us. 


Alfalfa. For SOYVS and Plg». 


F. D. Coburn, the Kansas authority 


on feeding, lauds alfalfa above all oth- 
er feeds for brood sows and young pigs. 


We must not falter in our claims for 


the Angoras as brushwood destroyers, 
said George F."Thompson in his ad- 
dress at the Kansas City goat show. 
Too much has not been claimed for 
them iu this respect, but there are 
many people yet in the United States 
wlio look upon these claims as great 
exaggerations. So long as we have- 
as we do have at this time—millions cf 
acres of land covered with brush 
which, when cleaved, will become by 
the natural processes the best of pas- 
ture?, just so long will there be a de- 
mand for the goat to eat it. This is so 
because the goat will do It better than 
a man can and at the same time save 
to the owner from $10 to $oO per acre. 
Credit the animal with this \\ork; cred- 
it him also with a four pound fleece, 
v.ith $2.30 per year for fertilizer pro- 
duced, with his proportion of the an- 
nual Increase of the flock, and charge 
him with his first cost and a small 
amount of feed in winter, then we have 
an idea of his worth upon brush land. 
Fences and sheds should be for perma- 
nent use and so not be charged against 
the goat. 


Tho prejudice which was a few yeaijs 


ago so strong against goat meat is dis- 
appearing, but it is still prevalent to 
some extent. This association should 
never cease to teach the palatability 
and wholcsomeness of Angora venison. 
Everybody in the United States must 
know it is good and be as ready to eat 
it as mutton.

Tho Frisco Live Stock company, cap- 


italized at $100,000, $00,000 paid up, 
has decided to locate a ranch of 8,000 
acres In Criwford county. Mo., near 
the town of Cuba, the country being 
particularly adapted to this industry. 
The plan Is to stock the ranch with 
nboxit 35tOOO goats, composed of all 
grades of Angora and common goats. 
In addition to the snle of the goats for 
meat, the fn.-m«ra throughout the

Sponge Fishing- 


The sponge is an animal and not a 


vegetable, as some state. It breathes, 
eats and when in the water is filled 
with mucus. The sponge in its familiar 
state is only n carcass. Sponges are 
known to grow at a depth of 200 feet 
and live even deeper doubtless. At the 
depth of fifty feet they can be forked 
by an expert fisher, but at a greater 
depth they must be got by diving. 
Sponge fishers use a glass by which 
sponges can be seen growing on tbe 
bottom. The Instrument Is in the na- 
ture of a pail with a glass bottom at- 
tached to the bow of the boat It is 
submerged so as to steady the vision, 
which would otherwise be contorted 
by the waves. 
The water where 


sponges grow Is very clear, and the bot- 
tom can be seen at a grac.t depth. Tbe 
home of the sponge fishing industry is 
in Greece and is centuries old. A large 
percentage 
of 
the , Mediterranean 


sponges comes from the island of Hy- 
dra. Some^ however, come from off the 
coast of Tripoli. A few sponges come 
from the faroff land, of Madagascar. 
There are two mopths In each year 
when sponge fishing is practically 
abandoned. This is iu August and Sep- 
tember, the hurricane months. During 
foe other ten months the industry flour- 
ishes.

West Brookfeld, Mass., claims the 


distinction of having the oldest hotel 
in the United States. It was built in 
17CO by Captain David Hitchcock, who 
was Its boniface for fifty-one years, and 
during his time he entertained many 
distinguished guests. General George 
Washington stopped there Oct. 22, 1789, 
on his way to Boston and entered in bis 
diary, "We were fed on the best the 
town affords."
